Board sets two 
town meetings

The Board of Selectmen Monday night 
set a four-article warrant for the Special 
Town Meeting March 12, and set a date of 
June 11 for the regular Town Meeting. 

Acting Town Manager Tony Torrisi had 
hoped to hold the regular Town Meeting 
at the end of May. He wanted one month 
after the meeting to prepare for the new 
fiscal year, which starts July 1. 

But Selectman Charles Wesson said he 
has learned from state legislators that no 
action will be taken on the budget at the 
state level until some time in June. Se- 
lectmen opted to wait until June in the 
hope of getting some guidance from legis- 
lators as to how much state aid to expect. 

The regular Town Meeting will start on 
Monday, June 11, and continue to Tues- 
day and Wednesday, June 12 and 13, if

McCusker sold a house in Andover that 
had been on the market just six hours. 
The day of the quick real estate sale in 
Andover is over, according to Mr. Mc- 
Cusker. 

But from the buyer’s point of view, 
things are looking up, because there’s 
plenty of houses and condominiums from 
which a buyer can choose. 

Between 1984 and 1987, Andover homes 
were selling twice as quickly as homes in 
the rest of the country, according to And- 
over brokers. Today, homes in Andover 
stay on the market an average of four to 
six months, much closer to the national

Saute bacon until crisp in large heavy 
kettle. You may use two kettles and di- 
vide ingredients equally between them. 

Add onion, celery and carrots and cook 
until golden. Add remaining ingredients, 
cover and simmer about 1% hours or until 
lentils are soft. Serves 50. 


Chicken a la king 

6 quarts cooked chicken cut into 2” 
pieces (turkey may be substituted) 

4 quarts milk, warm temperature 

2c. flour 

2 c. margarine 

1 pint green Secs 
1/2 c. pei iy at leaf parsley 
1 quart celery cut into 1” pieces 

2 tsps. paprika 

2 lbs. mushrooms, sliced 

salt to taste 
Saute mushrooms in 1/4 cup marga- 
rine. Boil celery until tender and add to 
mushrooms. Wash and trim peppers, par- 
boil five minutes, drain and cut into 1/2” 
pieces. Add to other vegetables and cook 
two minutes. 

White sauce: melt remaining marga- 
rine over low heat, remove from heat, 
add flour and stir. Return to stove and 
add warm milk gradually while con- 
stantly stirring and bring mixutre to a 
low boil until thick. Remove from stove 
and add chicken, parsley, paprika, salt 
and vegetables. Stir until mixed. If not 
served immediately, this must be heated 
by placing over a pan of hot water to sim- 
ulate a double boiler to prevent the pan 
from scorching. Serve in a border of 
boiled rice or on toast. Serves 50.

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Local man 
recovering 
from gunshot

Dale R. Bernard, 27, of 49 Dufton 
Road, came home from the hospital 
Tuesday and is expecting to fully re- 
cover from a bullet wound received 
during a robbery last week at the 
store where he works in Boston. 

Mr. Bernard was shot in the hand 
and abdomen when one of two rob- 
bers apparently panicked as the pair 
were leaving Snyder Leather and 
Furs in the Brighton section of Bos- 
ton at about 12:30 p.m. Wednesday. 
Mr. Bernard is an assistant man- 
ager at the store. 

The men were leaving the store 
unsuspected when one of the em- 
ployees saw a gun, according to Car- 
ole Bernard, the shooting victim’s 
mother. 

“One of the employees saw a gun 
and yelled and they shot,’’ Mrs. Ber- 
nard said. 

The robber must have thought her 
son moved, Mrs. Bernard said. 

“He didn’t even know they had a 
gun,”’ she said. 

The suspects fled with several 
coats after the shooting. No arrests 
have been made. 

Mr. Bernard underwent three 
hours of surgery at Brigham and 
Women’s Hospital in Boston to re- 
move the bullet. 

“‘We brought him home this morn- 
ng Mrs. Bernard said Tuesday. 

e bullet missed all her son’s or- 
gans when it passed through his 
body, Mrs. Bernard said. 

“The doctor said it was a mira- 
cle,” Mrs. Bernard said. ‘‘They said 
they treat a lot of bullet wounds and 
they’ve never seen anything like it.”’ 

er son may need to have a pin 
put in his thumb where the bullet 
shattered the bone. 

“The bullet went right through his 
hand, in the left side of his abdomen 
and lodged in the right side,’ Mrs. 
Bernard said. 

“‘He’s got an eight- to 10-inch scar 
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down the middle where they had to 
go in and take the bullet out,’’ she 
said. ‘‘It’s healing very well.” 

Mr. Bernard’s arm is in a cast and 
it will be four to six weeks before he 
will be able to return to work. 

‘‘He’s left handed and it’s his left 
hand,” Mrs. Bernard said. 

Mr. Bernard lives in the 
Shawsheen section of town with his 
mother and father, Richard, and his 
sister, Dawn. Another sister is mar- 
ried and lives in Lawrence.

The Early Childhood Center at 
Shawsheen School will be a little less 
crowded during kindergarten orien- 
tation this year. Officials hope it also 
will be easier for incoming students, 
teachers and parents. The School 
Committee approved the new orien- 
tation schedule at Tuesday night’s 
meeting. 

In the past, all current kindergart- 
en students remained in school while 
the next year’s kindergarten stu- 
dents registered. 

During the new orientation pro- 
gram, half of the current kindergart- 
en students will not come to school 
during the first orientation period, 
be Sh 10, May 1 and 2. The other half 
of the current students will be ex- 
cused during the second orientation 
period, May 7 to 9, said Linnea 
Gershenberg, director of the Early 
Childhood Center. 

“This is an improvement of the 
annual welcoming of incoming stu- 
dents,” she said. 

The new schedule frees teachers 
to work with the orientation students 
and assist with the federally man- 
dated sight and hearing screening 

rogram. Previously, the school sys- 


hired, substitute teachers to su- 


pervise the regular kindergarten 
classes. 

The new program will save ap- 
proximately $1,500 in substitute 
costs, said Mrs. Gershenberg. 

If parents choose to send their cur- 
rent kindergarten children to school 
during orientation, the Early Child- 
hood Center will provide a super- 
a recreational program, she 
said.

about teaching the new program. She and 
fellow teachers Charlotte Lynch and Can- 
dy Borrello planned a workshop last sum- 
mer at West Elementary. 

More than 20 teachers took part in the 
workshop. The handbook Ms. Greene de- 
veloped helped teachers understand the 
complexities of Logowriter. The guide in- 
cluded 10 chapters on procedural hints, 
software instructions and a suggested 
curriculum, complete with activities and 
project ideas. This book has helped the 
teachers begin a new program with their 
classes this year. 

A textbook called ‘Introduction to Pro- 
gramming in Logo Using Logowriter”’ 
was purchased to help teachers with this 
new curriculum. Activity booklets were 
also acquired to provide additional ideas 
concerning Logowriter activities. 

Teachers learned how to manipulate 
the turtle to draw graphics and shapes 
and make sounds. The turtle is pro- 
grammed using various commands to 
create designs on a computer screen. Lo- 
gowriter can also be used as a word proc- 
essor to describe the objects that are 
developed on the computer. This lan- 
guage also has advanced features that 
make it easier to manipulate the turtle in 
order to develop sophisticated art work. 

But it is not just an artist’s tool. It isa 
programming language that helps stu- 
dents develop sound problem-solving 
skills by developing logical procedures. 
Teachers can assign challenging prob- 
lems, and students use their creativity to 
find solutions. Art work, designs, color, 
shapes and sounds are a byproduct of this 
environment. The turtle can take on va- 
rious shapes, such as a face, heart, car or 
helicopter, and can be stamped on the 
computer screen in any location. 

Logowriter also has a musical compo- 
nent that helps enliven a child’s creation. 
The ability to manipulate four turtles at 
one time offers students an ey to 
create lively animation. these fea- 
tures offer students a powerful micro- 
world. 

Ms. Greene says many of her students 
are using Logowriter to develop arcade- 
like games, twist-a-plot stories and trivia 
quizzes that are used by other students. 
She adds that students are excited by de- 
veloping materials that are seen and used 
by other students. They can combine the 
powerful features of Logowriter to create 
materials that are useful to themselves 
and others.

All fifth-grade teachers across the sys- 
tem are introducing the Logowriter pro- 
gram this year. It is expected that 
students will visit the computer lab once | 
or twice a week to work on the suggested § 
activities developed over the summer. An 
evaluation tool was also developed by the ij 
teachers to help assess the progress ofthe | 
program this year.

The Kurosawa Family Koto 
Ensemble will perform tradi- 
tional Japanese music Sunday, 
Feb. 11, at 3 p.m. in the Tim- 
ken Recital m at Philli 
Academy’s Graves Hall. The 
ensemble recently completed 
a tour of the United States, 
performing in Oregon, Michi- 
gan, Ohio and Indiana.

Mr. Kurosawa has received 
an award from the Agency for 
Cultural Affairs for perfor- 
mances on the 17-stringed 
koto.

SITTING PRETTY 


A comfortable set of dining room chairs can make the 
difference between hosting successful dinner parties or 
presiding over fidgety guests. When choosing a dining room 
chair, sit in it and linger over the decision. Pay attention to 
whether the chair back has a curve or is straight backed. 
Also, consider whether the chair back is of proper height and 
whether it has slats that intrude upon back comfort. Get a feel 
for the seat shape. An upholstered chair provides maximum 
comfort. Cape seats tend to be cooler. Shaped wooden seats 
(saddle seats) usually pitch the body backward to a pleasant 
posture. Pay attention to chair height. If chairs are being 
chosen to replace others, measure to see that they fit 
comfortably under the existing table. There should be a 
minimum of ten inches between the top of the chair seat and 
the bottom of the table.

norm, they say. 

“‘Back then we were very spoiled,’’ said 
Mr. McCusker, a 20-year real estate vet- 
eran and manager of Hunneman and 
Company on Park Street. 

Jean Fitzgerald, president of Century 
21 Minuteman Realty at 2 Elm Square, 
said like many other business, real estate 
booms and lulls follow economic cycles. 

“For a time, the Northeast enjoyed a 
very hot real estate market,’ she said, 
which was directly related to the high- 
tech industry boom on routes 495 and 128. 

‘Anyone who started selling then (be- 
tween 1984 and 1987) would tell you 
there’s a slump now and that’s not true. 
I’ve been in the business for over 15 years 
and it’s just part of the selling cycle,” Ms. 
Fitzgerald said. 

Currently there are 217 single-family 
homes on the market in Andover, with an 
average asking price of about $327,000. 
Also for sale are 50 condominium units 
ranging from a three-room, one-bedroom 
unit for $74,000 at Balmoral in 
Shawsheen, to $425,000 for an si a 
two-bedroom unit at Hunter’s Ridge Es- 
tates, also in Shawsheen. 

“Condominiums are selling, but they 
are selling slowly,” said Sheila Doherty, 
owner of Doherty Agency Realtors. 
“They peaked in the mid-’80s.”’ 

If you’d prefer a house, the lowest price 
right now in Andover is about $149,000. 
That will buy you a one-story, five-room, 
two-bedroom ranch-style home. 

The most expensive house here right 
now, brokers say, is one for $2,750,000. 
That multi-level house includes four bed- 
rooms, two and a half baths and 18 acres 
of subdividable land out by Harold Par- 
ker State Forest. 

The second highest priced home here, 
which belongs to actor Robert Urich, is 
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This 14-year-old house is on Jefferson Lane. 


It has eight rooms, including four bed- 
rooms, three baths and an eat-in kitchen. It 
lists at $259,000. 
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located on Abbot Street. Its price tag is 
$2,250,000 and it comes with 15 acres that 
can’t be subdivided. A number of famous 
people have looked at Mr. Urich’s home, 
including members of a pop-rock band. 
Mr. McCusker said band members were 
attracted to the property by the home’s 
elaborate security system. 

If $2.75 million is out of your price 
range there are 75 homes in Andover that 
cost between $149,900 and $295,400. These 
houses have two and three bedrooms and 
in a few cases, two and a half baths. 

There is only one, one-bedroom home 
on the market. It is listed at $189,900 and 
is not completed. Only the first floor is 
finished. 


The largest sampling of homes on the 
market in town are in the four bedroom 
category. The average asking price for 
these homes is $355,000 and most have 
been on the market at least four and a 
half months. 

Three- and four-bedroom homes are in 
the greatest demand because people buy- 
ing homes in Andover are usually second 
or third time home buyers with families,

ny Inc. on North Main Street. 

“Andover is a full mature town, with 
exellent schools, facilities and services. It 
isn’t one of those bare-bones, undevel- 
oped towns,” he said.

Nearly 400 friends and colleagues gath- 
ered at the Andover Marriott last Thurs- 
day night to roast and toast outgoing 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony. 

Mr. Mahony’s last official day as town 
manager was Saturday. He left office to 
take a position as president and chief ex- 
ecutive officer of the accounting firm 
Moody O’Sullivan & Co. in North And- 
over. 

“Andover is a better place to live in the 
90s because Ken Mahony was here in the 
80s,” Selectman Gerald Silverman told 
the group. 

But not all speakers at the roast were 
as quick to admit Mr. Mahony’s suc- 
cesses. Most made him pay first. 

Emcee William Dalton welcomed the 
guests, half of whom probably attended, 
he said, just to be sure Mr. Mahony was 
leaving. 

Richard Neil, former School Committee 
member, read a letter from School Super- 
intendent Kenneth Seifert, who could not 
attend the roast. 

“Isn’t it funny the people will pay to 
roast you when they’ve been doing it for 
nothing for the past eight years?” Dr. Sei- 
fert wrote. 

Robert McQuade, Public Works direc- 
tor, said he wanted to quell a rumor.

Step 
toward 
the middle 


Members of the School Commit- 
tee and the teachers’ negotiating 
team sound miles apart. 

On the one hand, School Commit- 
tee members seem to think contract 
negotiations are moving along nice- 
ly. But the teachers don’t see it that 
way. 

Teachers say the School Commit- 
tee isn’t addressing their number- 
one concern — money. School Com- 
mittee members say they will ad- 
here to the town’s budget model and 
its constraints. 

That spells stalemate. 

We would like to suggest each 
side take one step toward the other. 

What that means is moving off 
dead center, which in this case is a 
10 percent raise over two years ver- 
sus a 17-20 percent raise over two 
years. 

We believe we can hear in the tea- 
chers’ language that they don’t ex- 
pect ever to be offered the 17-20 
percent raise. 

And although we haven’t heard 
School Committee members hint at 
what they’d settle for, they must 
have some number in mind. 

The teachers have been working 
since September without a contract. 
That’s bad news, for the students, 
teachers and residents in general. It 
means the schools aren’t concen- 
trating solely on their business —ed- 
ucating Andover’s children. 

Money is tight. Even if Andover is 
affluent and the town sports better 
than average services, the time has 
come to tighten belts, even here. 
Sure, there must be some fat some- 
where in the town’s budgets. Town 
officials, of course, are working to 
spread the cuts around all budgets 
so that the schools don’t suffer any 
more than other departments. 

But it’s time for someone, one 
side, to step out and take a lead- 
ership role in teacher contract 
talks. Perhaps the teachers will 
saggest a raise less than 17 percent 
over two years. Or maybe the 
School Committee could just say it 
— exactly how much higher can the 
committee go to pay our teachers? 

It’s time to settle the contract. 
Both sides should take one giant

structure could be torn down. 

Mr. Mahony successfully guided the 
project through town meeting, financing 
ae ultimately, to preservation of a 
building and park with historical signifi- 
cance. 

The same can be said of the preserva- 
tion and renovation of the Old Town Hall 
or “‘townhouse’”’ as it has been familiarly 
known. This building had been threatened 
by the wrecker’s ball:from time to time, 
but now, through the manager’s efforts, is 
an historical asset to the downtown area. 


Memorial Hall Library underwent ren- 
ovations and additions during the man- 
ager’s administration, and there were 
times when even Mr. Mahony doubted the 
work would be completed in our lifetime.

The choreography was good and 
the fight scene in the shadow of 
the bridge was full of ballet-like 
action. The dancing during the 
school dance/rumble was well 
done.

for future talks. The next session is set for 
today, Feb. 8. 

Mrs. LaPointe said the teachers don’t 
see any movement in the main issue — 
money. 

“There have been two meetings since 
the resumption of talks. At this point 
nothing new has been put on the table by 
the School Committee in terms of finan- 
cial offers,’’ Mrs. LaPointe said. 


The previous salary increase proposal 
of 10 percent divided over two years, 
made by the School Committee, was re- 
jected last November by the teachers. 

“We would welcome an explanation for 
the optimistic attitude since she says the 
School Committee will not go to the town 
to ask for more money for teachers’ sala- 
ries,’’ Mrs. LaPointe said. 


“We didn’t talk percentages, just gen- 
erally about money positions. Although it 
was a tense session, it was clear that nei- 
ther side wants to break off talks,” Mrs. 
Tilghman said of last Friday’s talk. 


The teachers have repeatedly ques- 
tioned the School Committee’s claim that 
the schools’ budget can only accommo- 
date the 10 percent increase. The teach- 
ers say it is a question of priorities and 
willingness to pay. 


“The School Committee is committed 
to Andover’s budget model and its con- 
straints,” Mrs. Tilghman said. 

During the first talk last week, Dr. Phil 
Zollo, a financial analyst hired by the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association, told 
the School Committee that its members 
were being intimidated by the Finance 
Committee’s forecast of financial doom. 


“That’s his opinion. I think he was try- 
ing to intimidate the School Committee,” 
Mrs. Tilghman said in response to Dr. 
Zollo’s accusation. 


“T think they (teachers’ union officials 
at Boston pepcquercets) prey on the inse- 
curities of teachers in many instances,” 
said Joanne Marden, FinCom chairwo- 
pee in response to the intimidation ques- 

on. 


“Many school committees don’t have 
the financial expertise that Andover has 
in Frank Paul (assistant superintendent 
of school operations), the members of its 
committee or in Tony Torrisi,” Andover’s 
finance director and acting town man- 
ager, Mrs. Marden said.

come too easy today. 

“In our age category there is reli- 
gion,” says Mrs. Luca. ‘God forbid 
you should divorce.” 

So when the going gets tough, 
these fens elect to stay together. 
Even health. Both Ms. Lange 
and Mr. Sullivan nursed their for- 
mer partners during catastrophic ill- 


nesses. 

“When your partner gets sick, now 
how can I say, ‘Here, I drop you,’ 
after all the good times I had,” says 
Ms. Lange, whose husband required 
or 24 hours a day before he 


Mr. Sullivan was married to his 
wife for 41 years before she died, 
and he saw her through a fight with 
cancer. 

Mrs. Coombs has an explanation 
for how couples make it through the 
ordeal of one being very sick. “I 
think you’re given extra strength at 
times like that,”’ says Mrs. Coombs, 
who came close to dying in 1978. 

The couples have other advice to 
offer from their years of marriage: 
keep busy. 

“T’m going to Academy Nursing 
Home, three, four times a week,” 
says Ms. Lange, who visits people 
there. ‘‘And I’m involved with the 
blind, driving people to meetings.” 

“T think I’m busier now than I 
used to be,’’ offers Mrs. Coombs, 
who has volunteered for more than 
40 years at the Andover Thrift Shop. 

Mrs. Luca has turned her love of 
crafts into a mini-business that ben- 
efits the Senior Center. She knits and 


crochets crafts that are sold at the 
center. The profits help pay for ac- 
tivities there. 

Mr. Luca is very busy with the 
Armchair Travel Series, slides of 
the travels he and his wife took all 
over the world in years past. 

Mr. Sullivan volunteers in the din- 
ing room at the Senior Center most 
days, getting trays for those who 
can’t manage. Also, he and Ms. Lan- 
ge go dancing, usually in North And- 
over, every Sunday night. Once a 
week, the Coombs go out to a restau- 
rant for dinner. 

What about money problems? 
“That’s a factor,” says Mr. Luca, 
but none of the senior citizens seems 
to want to talk that much about mon- 
ey. They’ve lived through the war 
and the Depression, and money 
problems during these retirement 
years pale by comparison. Ms. Lan- 
ge, who is from Germany, lived 
through the war there, and her fami- 
ly lost its house during those hard 
times. 

“You live with what you’ve got,” 
says Mrs. Coombs. 

Another secret to keeping their 
love alive for these couples is inde- 
pendence. They all drive. 

“T’ve had a license 61 years, since 
1928,” says Mrs. Coombs. “TI love 
driving. I tell people to learn how to 
drive.” 

What about the adjustment period 
when one of them retires? You 
know. For better or for worse, but 
not for lunch. All six of these men 
and women worked in years past. 
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Ms. Lange worked on the assembly 
line at Gillette and later as an in- 
spector before retiring in 1980, when 
her husband became ill and she 
needed to be at home to care for 
him. Mr. Sullivan was a construction 
laborer in Boston until his retire- 
ment in 1977. 

Mrs. Coombs was secretary to an 
attorney in Andover until she retired 
in 1966. Mr. Coombs worked as a me- 
chanical technician at Avco in Wil- 


mington. 

Mr. Luca, a 1940 graduate of Bent- 
ley College, was in the accounting 
field until he retired in 1977. Mrs. 
Luca, a 1936 graduate of Boston 
Clerical Business School (the year 
makes her groan, “Oh my God.”’), 
was assistant to the tax accountant 
at American Mutual Insurance Co. 
nance until her retirement in 


“You plan your days,’’ Mrs. Luca 
says about the change from working 
to retiring. ‘““You get out of the 
house. Alone. You have friends.” 

Come on. Admit it. Didn’t you ever 
want to call off the marriage? 

‘“*Yes,’’ says Mrs. Luca. 

“That happens all the time,’’ adds 
Mr. Sullivan. 

“Was there a time when you 
couldn’t stand the other person? 
Yes,’’ Mrs. Luca answers her own 
question. 

But she adds that if you divorce, 
that’s no better. “Then you have 
nothing in the world,’’ she con-
